Secretary Emil Berger spoke up 
to say ‘I buy that’ - and said that

Black said that the fact that two 
previous articles had been killed 
in town meetings, when they pro- 
posed alterations, indicated tohim 
that the citizens were satisfied 
with the present charter. Niles 
felt the board could profitably ask 
committee to make a study and 
then take their recommendations 
to the town. 

Bender suggested that a Dept.

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about the best location; it would 
give firm direction to the Library 
Board; and it could prevent a big 
mistake. 

The second thing to be consi- 
dered is the application for Federal 
Aid. The vote against a very bad 
library in the annual Town Meeting 
was a very positive vote for Feder- 
al Aid - the more the amount the 
better. 

Now the first, tentative approval 
for Aid comes from the Board of 
Library Commissioners in Boston, 
They are people who are well ac- 
quainted with library affiars in 
Massachusetts. Since they have 
limited funds to spend and many 
applications, they can be very 
particular in their grants, Only the 
best applications need be granted 
and I suppose the amount given can 
hinge upon the excellence of the 
application as well. 

To compete successfully with 
other towns Wilmington must file 
an excellent application indicating 
that they have used; (1)a consultant 
(as other towns are doing); (2) an 
experienced library architectural 
firm (as other towns are doing); 
and thus have acquired the most 
important item (3) an excellent 
building plan for the future. Fol- 
lowing this method the town of 
Foxborodgh got a tentative grant 
of $100,000, and the townspeople 
voted for the building in their town 
meeting... 

At the Special Town Meeting the 
Library Board had item 1. At An- 
nual Town Meetint the Board’s 
library building had none of the 
necessary ingredients. Non con- 
sultant had, or would have, ap- 
Proved that squashed down plan! 

Completely aside from the Fede- 
ral Ald angle, Wilmington’ s towns- 
people need and deserve good plans 
for their future library service. 
I fail to see who the lay people on 
the Libary Board and the Perma- 
nent Building Committee can ex- 
pect to provide this without fur- 
ther use of both a consultant andan

Last week you heard the voice of 
the oppostiion in regard to the ap- 
proval of the stadium. So I would 
like to show opposition to the op- 
position, 

I too am a concerned citizen and 
taxpayer of Wilmington, and alsoa 
young resident businessman who 
has lived in Wilmington for 26 
years, There are two children in 
the elementary schools and we 
have every intention of making Wil- 
mington our home for years to 
come. 

I believe the writer last week 
has lost faith in Wilmington, It was 
quite evident that the primary con- 
cern of the voters was to approve 
the stadium, as was Indicated by 
the resounding vote. 

Now that the stadium has been 
approved let us concern ourselves 
with the drafting of amendmentsto 
the by-laws and see to it that they 
are made in the best interest of 
the town, A $40 million stadium 
cannot be built in a day. 

The opposition also mentioned 
the sale of beer and or alcoholic 
refreshments in the stadium, and 
then reminded those who forgot, 
or made it known to those who did 
not know, of the ‘Bad Black Cat’ 
era, 

I remember those days very well 
Wilmington had quite a reputation, 
It,had the city folk here every sum- 
mer renting or living in their 
cottages: around Silver Lake. Ad- 
ditional licenses to sell or serve 
alcoholic beverages were issued to 
places around Silver Lake during 
the summer, There were a total 
of eleven establishments allowed 
to sell or serve alcoholic bever- 
ages, in a town of less than 4000 
permanent residents,

Wilmington householders and 
businessmen alike are meeting two 
gentlemen, these days, from the 
firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble, The 
men are engaged in a Tax Equal- 
ization progr: for the town, by 
reason of a special town meeting 
vote, last winter, 

The work started a couple of 
weeks ago down on Chestnut St.,* 
and before the program is finished 
sometime before Sept, Ist, these 
men, or others employed by the 
same firm will have called onevery 
household, and every place of busi- 
ness in Wilmington, 

Their job is to re-appraise all 
property, and to make certain that 
all appraisals of property, for tax 
purposes, are on an equal base, 

The results of their work will 
be reflected in the tax bills that 
Wilmington home owners and busi- 
ness men will receive, for 1966, 
sometime after Sept. 1. 

Each individual visit takes but 
a few minutes, The firm that em- 
ploys the men hires only trained 
individuals, who are. trained to 
be courteous, but brief. 

During the visit to homes or 
Places of business the men record 
on prepared Property Record 
cars such things as the size of 
the structure, the type and quality 
of the construction, the type of heat, 
type and amount of plumbing fix-

tures, and the age and condition of 
the building. 

‘The men who will be inspecting 
the property will not be able to tell 
an owner, at the time, what the 
valuation of the property is, The 
men are merely recording the 
facts, and the valuation will be 
computed, later, in the home office 
of the company. 

Nearly all valuations in Wilming 
ton have changed in the past half 
dozen years, due to inflation and 
other causes, It is necessary to 
adjust valuations at this time, and 
this is what is being done by these 
men, ‘—- 

The firm of Cole-Layer-Trum- 
ble will, at the end of the work, 
Place an Assessed Valuation on 
each of the properties they inspect, 

‘This,they say, will be the actual 
market value, or a uniform per- 
centage of it, not exceeding’ 100% 

Property owners will be notified 
of the assessed valuation of their 
property at the endofthe program, 
at which time, adissatisfied owner 
may make an appointment with the 
appraisal company, to review the 
appraisal with the firm,

board’, Berger then suggested, 
should be the duty ofthe secretary. 
He was to be responsible for all 
‘internal operations and implemen 
tation’. 

Berger then. went on to the du- 
ties of the Chairman, 

The chairman should be respon- 
sible for all outside contact, he 
said, No individual other than the 
chairman should represent the 
board, - but 

There should«also be a Vice 
Chairman, who could represent the 
chairman, a person who was able 
to take care of Public Relations 
responsibilities, 

The board should be operating 
under a set of its own rules, so 
that the duties of the individual 
members should be clearly spelled 
out. 

Berger suggested that the indi- 
vidual office holders in the board 
should have longer terms of of- 
fice, if they were the right person 
There was no reason, he said, why 
a good secretary should not be the 
-secretary for say five years, or a 

@oos chairman, too, 

The suggestions of Berger, it 
turned out, were the result of some 
talks that he and Gillis had been 
conducting. 

Berger moved that the chairman 
appoint Banda and himself to write 
a set of by-laws, for tte Planning 
Board. It was voted, and the re- 
quested appointment was made? 

Berger then suggested that the 
Planning Board budget be over- 
hauled, so that it would have a 
‘meaningful purpose’ in the pro- 
gramming of the Planning Board, 

As a start he suggested using 
a report by Sam Snow on the 12th 
of July, last year, as a basis., 
to get the programming ‘in an 
orderly fashion’, 

He proposed that the chairman 
appoint Mrs McKie and Austin 
Rounds to review the 12th of July 
proposals, plus the study of Pro- 
fessor Eliot, for a schedule for 
‘this year’s work’, 

And, he added, as soon as pos- 
sible, we ‘will have to amend the 
contract with Sam Snow so that it 
will be based on this year’s pro- 
jected work, 

Berger’s suggestions were ac- 
cepted wholeheartedly by the other 
members, Gillis told the board 
that the suggested program was 
such that the Town Manager, when 
the time came to make new ap- 
pointments for the board, would 
haye ‘something to go on’ and he 
could ‘make better qualified ap- 
pointments’,

The end of the meeting saw the 
board back to regular business. 
There was a report of business 
signs being on electric light poles, 
and it was proposed that the board 
write to the electric light company.
